According to Colin' It is not my intention to do any 
more workjvith the film hut to spend some more limited resources in trying to learn more alout 
the people concerned _ 'It is so unfortunate that the crop pattern and subsequent film appears to 
have leen designed to damage researchers (ike myself and ReterSorenson and the phenomenon 
itself. 

Well would you lelieve it, ahoat^l hear you all shout. Wed, don't panic, many of us had our 
doults and to le honest the murmurs that 1 have leen hearing point to it leing createdusing 
earthly origins i.e. a computer and 1 have also heard that the circle zoos actually made ly a well 
knowngroup ofhoaxers. (Ifyou want to {now more, then just send me a self addressed A4 
envelope with 2first class stamps and all will le revealed., great thing this Internet...), ljust 
wonder how many more times Ufologists are going to le takjenjbr a ride as so many have over the 
years. There have leen some very clever hoaxes over the years and with the advent of more 
powerful computers leing made available to the ordinaryguy in the street, then anything is 
possible with a lit of a cut, paste and touch up here and there. Us Ufologists must stuftcgether 
and worhtogether to bring the hoaxers out in the open (Mow about another - create your own crop 
circle over night, whilstjudges watch their flocks by night!!!). 1 wonder where it all end 
Maybe, there is some secret government plan to swamp Ufology with hoaxes to draw us away 
from the real thing or is it just somebody looking for agood kick, ‘Mindyou, some people are so 
gullible, that it is untrue. They are very quidfto rush out to say, hey (ookwhat I've got, a 
genuine photograph of a UJO or a genuine crop circle has just been found in my front room carpet 
! ‘yet, when the hoax is finally flushed out for what it truly is, these so call gullible people never 
admit to leing taken for a ride. Just thinfpf all the money that can le made if you have the right 
contacts to advertise your product as the genuine thing l The early 1990's so far have leen shown 
tolethe pranksters, hoaxers etc day, but what of the late 1990s, zvill the hoaxsters le found out 
to le what they truly are .

‘Early Sunday morning and the tension mounts, now to some of you more seasoned campaigners 
and long time ( 11JOLOQ1STS this zoos just another meeting But this was my first ewr ! UJ r O 
conference, (thoughts of Be gentle zvith me 1 am a Virgo entered my head) and 1 had no idea of 
what to expect. 





‘We duly arrived at “Exeter Mad, OQdlington in Oxford at about lOAOanu We wole tfie 
minibus driver up so fie amid open tfie door and we tften aft made our way to tfie entrance, 
Contact International fad an interesting stand just inside tfie doors, where there were a number 
of wed written and informative magazines on safe, dealing with aft aspects ofUfFO ‘Phenomena, 
2 presented my ticket and entered the main had and for a minute thought "oh no the men in 
blacf) as 2 caught sight of2 imposing figures dapper(y dressed in dafsuits, but hold on, 1 
recognise that face, it was none other than OdjcfjPope who 1 had seen in Southampton when he 
was promoting his SoofOpenSfies Closed Minds. The tension vanished and 2 was reassured 
Standing next to him 2 later discovered was Matthew Widiams also smartly dressed and (oofjng 
life Tfc^s younger brother. 

There wasjust enough time for us to exercise dur legs, grab a drinJfJat the Me Inn perhaps) 

and (oofjound the sidestads, before settling into our seats for the start of the days lectures at 
11.00, my education was about to begin. 

The first lecture zoos by Kay Hunt former vice chairman of Contact International and expilot, 
who's tasfjvas to put forward the theory that incidents between UJO's and cizrilaircraft cannot 
be explained away as being down to Military/Mr force activity. 

Aircraft are governed by strictguidelines (controlled air space/flight paths/danger zones etc) so 
how would these things, if they were military, be allowed to endanger the public by flying 
around at wid in controlled air space l Are the radar operators awale ? Are the pilots seeing 
thins, is there anyone in the mUitary widing to give an explanation 1 2 thinfnot. 

A very interesting half hours lecture this, the one thing that gave me a lasting impression was 
that Kay mentioned certain areas of airspace have danger areas extending from the ground 
straight up for an unlimited distance, what could be a threat to other aircraft in a corridor of 
that shape. Something thatgoes straight up from the ground at an undetermined speed at 
undetermined times l spoofy. 

The next lecture was by Mian James, co-ordinator of Contact International and a long term 
Ufologist. 

The main bulfof his talfwas about sighting's of mysterious objects and UJO's, some 
interesting aspects of these sightings developed, in recent years one of the most popular objects 
seen in the sfjes around ‘Britain are the BlaclTriangular shaped UJO's, these objects are ad 
very similar and have been seen in many locations. 

My view of the Triangles is that although not ad of them can be readily explained, on my 
visits to airshows, 2 have seen recently, the development of Stealth aircraft and the triangular 
shape has come very much into the picture recently, the ‘T117 is one of the latest of these and 
looi(s exactly life a triangle from beneath, and speed is not easy to judge at night. 9{pw we must 
bear in mind that the SKjjl 'Blacffird could travel at Mach 5 (approximately 3,000 MBM) and 
this aircraft is now out of service, it is not unreasonable to assume newer aircraft have taljen its 
place what could they be capable of l 

‘We now move to Matthew ‘Widiams, who was very Knowledgeable and extremely good at 
presenting his evidence. Me has an interest in the goings on at secret bases around the world, 
including Area 51 and the possible connections between these areas and sightings of UJO's. 

Me also spent time tooling at crop circles and has seen UJO's in the areas where crop circles 
appear, many people believe there is a connection between the two phenomena, and 2 would not 
disbelieve their connections. Mowever, 2 do believe we should find some way of putting the crop 
circle hoaxers in their place, who are they ? ‘Why do they do it l Are they trying to discredit our 
theories 1 2 thinlthats very (ilely, because some of the formations found are insulting the 
intedigence of experienced crop circle investigators. But to the casual observer its enough to 
male them ridicule the whole concept that they may be messages from extra terrestrials either 
trying to contact us or warn us to beware of what we are doing to mother earth. 


Someformations are genuinely not of earthly manufacture hut roe can do without the cracfpots 
and attention seeders hindering our investigations into something which could have a serious 
impact on the future of mankind. 

Right, now I'll get off my soapho^and return to ‘Matthew who talked about the UJO cover up, 
and mentioned a place called RjidCow Manor which ‘MjcfjPope mentions in his boof^ and is said 
to be where UJO incidents are investigated in this country, hut when Matthew and his 
colleagues ashed them for information on sightings of ‘UJO's, they met a wall ofsilence and a 
denial that any such investigations toofplace there. 

Matthew was not convinced, and persisted with his investigation ami interviewed a number of 
local people, some of who admitted that UfO investigations did indeed tafe place at this 
secretive location, and more evidence is coming to light that although the MoD deny any 
investigations did tafe place there, their credibility is rapidly crumbling away. One poses the 
question as to what else may emerge in the future, and its thanfs to people life. Matthew who 
wont tafe no for an answer, that we may one day hjtow the whole truth as to whatsgoing on. 

A great way to end the first half of the conference, 2 wish Matthew had more time than he did 
to put forward his story, and with his accounts leaving a lasting impression on me, 2 was off to 
get my cup of tea and stretch my legs and my imagination. 

Rgady for the start of the second half now and 2 was feeling more at ease now after 2 began 
feeling a bit nervous andnot fnowing what to expect. 

Letsget one thing clear, all the people present at the conference are normal people, but life 
myself, have all either had an experience of some find which cant be explained, or are (oofing to 
find out what all the fuss is about, but at the end of the day, we all want the same thing, 
confirmation that we are not alone - either in the universe or in the things we see and 
experience, and answers from people who fttow what goes on and wont admit it. 

‘Enter HjcfjPope, who will nowget the second half of the conference under way. Hjcfjs very 
eloquent and mafes his speeches very professional and informative. He is very much in the public 
eye at the moment with the publication of his boofjOpen Sfies Closed Minds' currently high in 
the best sellers list, and 2 can recommend it highly to anyone who has not read it yet. 

Hjcfcaptwated the audience for more than an hour (whichjust flew by) with a barrage of 
accounts of his personal dealings With UJO sightings reports and various government 
departments. He also brought the audience into the proceedings by asfmg a number of intelligent 
questions which reinforced the stories he was telling. 

He asfed if anyone had seen a UfO and half the audience put their hands up (about 140 
people) that he as fed how many had made a report of somefind ‘The hands drooped and the 
number was getting smaller (now down to about 40). ' finally , he asfed how many had made a 
report to the MoD and now only 1 hand remained up, which leaves us with the conclusion, as 
Hjcfwas trying to demonstrate. How can the MoD say there is no strategic threat to this 
country from ‘UfO's and that they do not pose a threat. 1 find this hard to believe and so many 
others, and can we really believe there is no government department investigating these reports ? 

One thing concerned me about my impressions of Hffi. ond that was that while 2 had no doubt 
he was telling the UfO story as he sees it, on the evidence of what Id seen during the 
conference, 2 put it to those of you reading this.

The other thing 1found hard to believe, is that the MoD could tell him 
travel around the country, telling everyone zvhat he did whilst wording for them. T^jcfsays he 
got permission to unite his bookbecause when the “MoD threatened to Slocfit, he argued that if 
all the Bools on the Taflfands war were allowed to Be published (particularly accounts from 
military personnel such as General “Peter “De-La “Billiere), why should they stop him telling his 
story. 2 agree with his logic, But I'm sure if there was anything of real national importance that 
he had received on his deskjluring his time in office, he would not have Been able to come into 
the open zvith it without repercussions. 

Ojpw we come to the part of the day, which zoos for me the most exciting and impressive 
section of the conference.

9jpw 2 
don't zvish to be rude to this man, he has done a fantastic amount of workjo come up zvith his 
theories and 2 applaud him for that, but oh boy, he zvent down lile a bottle ofAspirin, and had 
the same effect. 2 think! understood what he zvas trying to say, that is that by collecting data of 
“U70 sightings from around the world, he came across a pattern along certain lines around the 
earth, that enabled him to predict where “UJO's would appear and at zvhat times. 2 thinll've 
summed it up ini paragraph but Roy toolgn hour bombarding us zvith facts, figures, diagrams 
etc which wouldn't have gone amiss at a lecture for “University graduates. I'm sorry Roy, but lets 
have it in plain, simple terms, and male the lecture shorter or zve'llhave to hand out matchsticks 
to prop our eyelids open. 

“The day is now finally drazving to a close, and so zve came to the final item on the agenda, this 
zvas the “Brains “Trust of the “Paranormal

“Nervous twitching and blanffooksfollowed, suddenly our very own “Dreamland had 
materialised in front ofour wry eyes, and after a few half hearted attempts at trying to supply 
us zvith an answer, and some references to two places in Scotland, that I'd never heard of, we 
were left none the zviser. 

2 hope those of you reading this have enjoyed my account of the Oxford Conference, and if you 
have any comments to make to the Magazine, good or bad, 2 would be pleased to hear them as it 
may inspire me to put pen to paper again.
